JURY OF DOCTORS DECIDES 
BABIES WERE EXCHANGED 


Only One Dissenting Vote in 12; 

Both Chicago Mothers in State 

of Collapse.

CHICAGO, July 24.—The jury of 
scientists who undertook to deter- 
mine the identity of two babies 
born the same day at the Englewood 
Hospital decided today, with one 
dissenting vote, that the infants 
were living with the wrong par- 
ents. 

The vote of the physicians, finger- 
print experts and other authorities 
who joined in the examination of 
the babies was 12 to 1. 

Both mothers were in a state of 
collapse. Mrs. Charles Bamberger 
had been too ill at her home to at- 
tend the final consultation with the 
specialists, and Mrs. William Wat- 
kins, heating the verdict that the 
child in her arms was not her own, 
collapsed in an ante ftoom of the 
city health office. 

Watkins, who had believed the 
baby was not theirs since he found 
a strip of adhesive tape bearing 
the name “Bamberger” on the in- 
fant’s back, was jubilant at the de- 
cision and announced he would in- 
sist on the restoration of his own 
child tonight. The other father 
had been forced to leave the con- 
ference this afternoon because of 
illness. 

The babies were to be exchanged 
at 6 p. m. if the parents could 
make the arrangements. 


RADIO-EQUIPPED POLICE AUTO 
FLEET IN SERVICE MONDAY 


Seventy Cars With Locked Sets 
are Intended to Facilitate 
Reports of Crimes. 

Seventy police automobiles 
equipped with locked radio receiv- 
ing sets will begin cruising the 
streets of St. Louis Monday, re- 
ceiving their orders from the new 
police broadcasting station, KGPC. 

The system, similar to police 
radio apparatus in Chicago, De- 
troit, Cleveland and other cities, 
cost about $40,000, and has been 
in process of installation since 
March, 

The radio receiving sets are 
locked ‘because Police Lieutenant 
Kenneth R. Cox, who installed the 
first police radio in Detroit, dis- 
covered policemen were in the 
habit of tuning out the police Sta- 
tion and tuning in broadcasts of 
baseball games or music. 

The radio station will operate 24 
hours a day and a dispatcher will 
always be on duty. Persons w'0 
want quick action on their reports 
of crimes will telephone CEntral 
1212, ask for the radio dispatcher, 
and make the report. 


GREAT BRITAIN VIRTUALLY

Numerous downtown buildings 
were without adequate electric cur- 
rent for two hours this morning 
as a result of a spectacular con- 
duit fire on Tenth street, in the 
block between Locust and St. 
Charles streets. 

While several thousand onlook- 


ers were attracted to the scene by 
explosions and flames shooting as 
high as 20 feet above the pave- 
ment from. manhole openings, 
other thousands were being incon- 
venienced in downtown office 
buildings, stores and hotels by 
lack of elevator service, lights and 
power to operate machinery and 
equipment. 

The fire, starting at 10 o'clock, 
was of undetermined origin. It 
burned insulation on electric ca- 
bles in a conduit of the Union 
Electric light & Power Co. under 
Tenth street, adjacent to a sub- 
station of the company at Tenth 
and St. Charles. 

Explosion Shatters Windows. 

The fire likely smouldered for a 
time before attracting attention by 
causing a severe explosion which 
blew a manhole cover into the air 
from an opening in Tenth close to 
St. Charles, shattering three win- 
dows in the Rice-Stix Dry Goods 
Co. at Tenth and St. Charles. 

Fifteen minutes later, a cover on 
a manhole in Tenth, near Locust, 
blew off and smoke began to pour 
from both openings, followed soon 
by flames. Electric employes re- 
moved the cover from a third 
manhole, near Locust, and at 11:30 
o'clock fire burst from it. Flames 
from all three manholes shot as 
high as 20 feet above the pave- 
ment. 

Four substances were employed 
by. firemen and company workers 
to put out the fire, which was 
burning around cables carrying 
250 volts of current. Nearly a ton 
of blocks of “dry” ice, 25 tons of 
sand, carbon dioxide in extremely 
cold liquid form and sodium bi- 
carbonate, which was forced down 
with nitrogen gas, were utilized. 
The chemicals are fire extinguish- 
ers and the sand was used to fill 
the conduit and smother the blaze, 
although it was feared smoulder- 
ing might continue beneath the 
sand for a time. 

Next, the cables were cut with 
saws on either side of the trouble, 
leaving them dead. Power was 
shut off in the substation to pro- 
tect electricians in the conduit 
and prevent arcs. A conduit with 
which Union Electric supplies 
downtown buildings with steam 
was a few feet away from the 
burning one and it was feared for 
a time that spread of the flames 
might cause this to explode, with 
the danger of much damage. Three 
fire companies stood by as a pre- 
caution. 

Firemen did not pour water in 
the conduit because that might 
have generated steam in the hot, 
close quarters, causing further ex- 
plosions, possibly at remote points. 


Traffic Stopped in Adjacent Area. 


Traffic was stopped during the 
fire in adjacent sections of Tenth, 
Locust and St. Charles _§ streets. 
Policemen roped Off the block of 
Tenth, but eventually permitted 
pedestrians on the sidewalks there. 
All consumers supplied with di- 
rect current from the Tenth and 
St. Charles substation, in the busi- 
ness area bounded approximately 
by Ninth, Thirteenth and Market 
streets and Lucas avenue, were 
deprived of adequate currefit dur- 
ing the blaze, although circuits 
were set up to give them all pos- 
sible power. 

Numerous elevators were forced 
to cease operation and thousands 
of persons had to trudge up and 
down steps as a result. Coming at 
the start of the luncheon period, 
this was a particular hardship. 
Many persons either stayed in or 
away from their offices, to avoid 
using the stairs, which, however, 
echoed to an unusual volume of 
pedestrian traffic. Building lob- 
bies were crowded with passengers 
awaiting elevators, 

Lights Dimmed, Fans Slowed. 

Lights were dimmed and fans 
were slowed in downtown build- 
ings, except several, which were 
altogether unaffected, being 
among the few users of alternating 
current downtown, Some restau- 
rants using electric ranges found 
difficulty in preparing food, and 
in places it was not possible to 
heat electric toasters and waffle 
irons to a usable degree. 

The Scruggs, Vandervoort & Bar- 
ney department store and Jac- 
card’s jewelry store and the floors 
above them in the Syndicate Trust 
and Century buildings remained, 
without electric current during the 
afternoon. Three of the four con- 
nections serving these consumers 
came direct from the Tenth street 
conduit affected by the fire. The 
overload on the fourth circuit was 
so great that it blew out. In dark 
corners of the stores, flashlights 
and several emergency gas lamps 
were used in the Century Building

SOUTHERN PAG 
BUYS BIG. BLOCK 
OF COTTON BELT 


Hale Holden Announces 
‘*Substantial” Acquisition 
of Common and Preferred 
Stock in Road. 


HOLDS OPTION ON 
MAJORITY INTEREST 


To Ask I. C. C. for Permis- 
sion to Obtain Contro!]— 
Other Railways Failed in 
Effort to Annex Line.

NEW YORK, July 24.—Hale Hol- 


den, chairman ‘of the Executive 
Committee of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, said today that his com- 
pany had acquired a substantial 
block of the commion and preferred 
stocks of the St. Louis Southwest- 


ern Railroad, known as the Cotton 
Belt. He said the Southern Pacific 
holdings constituted less than a 
majority interest. 

Previous reports in financial 
circles were that the Southern Pa- 
cific had acquired 135,000 shares 
of voting preferred stock, the pur- 
chase being made by Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., bankers for the Southern 
Pacific, from New York Investors, 
Inc. 

Holden added that an agreement, 
in the nature of an opinion, had 
been obtained, giving the Southern 
Pacific the privilege of increasing 
its holdings of Cotton Belt stock to 
a majority interest. This, as well 
as the acquisition already made, 
about 40 per-cent of the. stock of 
the Cotton Belt, which gives work- 
ing control of the system, will be 
subject to approval by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The 
Southern Pacific is expected to ap- 
ply for such approval. 

The Commission, in its conslida- 
tion plan, allotted the Cotton Belt 
to the Illinois Central, but is un- 
derstood that the I. C. is ready to 
consent to a reallocation. 

Previous Sales Fell Through. 

In March, 1925, acquisition of 
a controlling block of Cotton Belt 
stock by the Rock Island was an- 
nounced. Approval of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission wag 
sought, but in the following Oc- 
tober the Commission was unwill- 
ing to pass on the matter, and the 
bankers canceled the arrangements 
they had made. 

Soon after this, L. F. Loree, 
chairman of the board of the Kan- 
sas City Southern, bought in the 
Cotton Belt stock which the Rock 
Island had sought to acquire. He 
announced that the K. C. 8., Cot- 
ton Belt and M.-K.-T. would be 
formed into a new southwestern 
system. Loree campaigned actively 
in behalf of his’ plan, and spoke 
before commercial bodies, to get 
their backing for it. But the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission again 
withheld approval, and the stock 
held by the Kansas City Southern 
was sold to the group known as 
New York Investors, Inc. 

Situation of the Railways. 

The Southern Pacific was long 
dominant in the Pacific Coast rail- 
road situation. The Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe, its chief com- 
petition, has had a certain advan- 
tage through its inland lines, ex- 
tending to Kansas City and Chi- 
cago, while the Southern Pacific, 
skirting the coast and the border 
from San Francisco to New Or- 
leans, has depended on connections 
for its interior trade. 

In recent years, the Southern 
Pacific has furnished much of the 
freight business of the Cotton Belt, 
with which it connects at Corsicana 
and other Texas points. The Cot- 
ton Belt’s main line extends from 
its Texas termini to the Thebes 
bridge over the Missisippi River. 
It enters St. Louis over the Mis- 
souri Pacific’s lJUllinois division, 
and enters Memphis over the Rock 
Island tracks. The Cotton Belt 
operates a mileage of 1747 miles, 
of which a little lesg than one-half 
is in Texas. Added to the 13,634 
miles operated by the Southern, a 
system of 15,381 miler would ‘e 
constituted. ; 

Cotton Belt preferred voting 
stock has been quoted at about 
$90 on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. At this rate, the block 
purchased by the Southern Pacific, 
said to be 135,000 shares, would 
represent an investment of $12,- 
150,000.

FOR LIQUOR SERVED 
BY ENVOYS ABROAD 


Hire of Autos and Club Dues 
Also Barred From Ex- 
pense Accounts.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Bub- 


biling champagnes and choice wines 
at Governmental expense are for- 


bidden luxuries in United States 
Embasses and consulates abroad 
under an executive order just 
signed by President Hoover. 

The order cites in detail regula- 
tions governing the disbursement 
by nearly 100 American diplomatic 
and consular missions abroad of al- 
lowances recently voted by Con- 
gress for official entertaining. After 
a six-year fight for such funds, 
Congress recently allotted $92,000 
to this purpose in its appropriation 
for the State Department. 

In addition to liquors, three other 
items are tabooed under the order 
—hire and repair of automobiles, 
printing and engraving expenses 
and club dues. 

The order states that “express 
provisions of the law” prevented 
governmental funds being used for 
these purposes. 

Among the items permitted un- 
der the appropriation are recep- 
tions at the missions on American 
national holidays, flowers and 
wreaths for weddings and funerals, 
tips and gratuities, dinners, formal 
and informal] functions and special 
entertainments. 

The ruling came as a surprise to 
those who will benefit by the funds. 
The item of serving liquors is gen- 
erally considered by foreign service 
officers to be about the heaviest of 
any for which they have been 
forced to pay out of their own 
pockets. 


HOME OF FORMER MAYOR 
OF ZEIGLER, ILL., BOMBED 


Nobody Injured; Attack Laid to 
Billy Hogan's Activity in 
Mine Union Dispute.

ZEIGLER, Ill, July 24.—The 
home of Billy Hogan, former May- 
or of Zeigicr, was bombed early 
today. Hogan, his wife and their 
three sons escaped injury. Author- 
ities attributed the bombing to 
Hogan's activities in the mine 
union factional strife in Illinois. 

The bomb was hurled against the 
house from an automobile about 2 
a. m. and exploded immediately, 
demolishing the porch, shattering 
windows in the house and a garage 
and a schoolhouse nearby. Hogan 
and his family were asleep in the 
dwelling at the time. The car sped 
away. 

Hogan was an active supporter 
of the Harry Fishwick faction in 
the mine union trouble. Follow- 
ing the Royalton mine riot some 
months ago the Sheriff was calle! 
on by friends of Hogan to give 
him protection and escort him out 
of town because of threatened vio- 
lence against him. He remained 
away several days but returncd.

All Five Accused of Taking

One robber was seriously wound- 
ed and three were captured at 4:20 
o'clock this morning when police 
surrounded them as they were loot- 
ing the drug store of Edward D. 
Driscoll, 6910 Clayton avenue, at 
the southwest corner of Forest 


Park. 

The wounded man, shot through 
the abdomen when he attempted to 
flee, is at City Hospital. He said 
he is Thomas La Garce Jr., 19 
years old, son of a city employe, 
residing at 1219 Kraft avenue. 
Physicians said his chances for re- 
covery were slight. 

His companions said they are 
Dudley Stafford, 1006 McCausland 
avenue; Jacob Hugger, 7657 Ethel 
avenue, Richmond Heights, and 
Arthur Lewis, 4503 Lewis place. 

A fifth man, police reported, es- 
caped in an automobile, and shortly 
after they arrested William Her- 
beck at his home, 6648 Villa ave- 
nue, where four revolvers were 
found. He is known as an associ- 
ate of the other prisoners, police 
said. All gave their ages as 19. 

Shot by Police Marksman. 

La Garce was shot by Patrolman 
J. Ralph Brocksmith, expert 
marksman, who was second in the 
Police Department pistol contest 
last year and a member of the 
team which won high honors for 
the St. Louls department at Canip 
Perry a year ago. After calling 
on La Garce to halt, Brocksmith 
brought him down as he ran al- 
most 100 feet away. 

The capture was brought about 
through the alertness of Detectives 
John Rooney. and Aubrey Downard, 
who became suspicious: when they 
saw five youths driving about the 
neighborhood earlier in the eve- 
ning. 

Lieut. Charles Busch and Patrol-. 
man Brocksmith were added to the 
detail to watch the neighborhood. 

They stationed themselves on 
Clayton and McCausland avenues, 
the drug store being at the south- 
east corner, and after several hours 
saw the group enter a restaurant, 
conducted by John Stafford, a 
prother of one of the prisoners, at 
1006 McCausland, just south of the 
drug store and separated by a nar- 
row alley. 

Cab Driver Lured Away. 

A taxicab driver with a stand at 
the corner left twice on fake calls, 
apparently made to take him away 
from the neighborhood. Upon his 
second return, the robbers, who 
had entered the drug store, ran 
from the building and _ started to 
enter the restaurant when they 
were captured. 

The cash register had been 
robbed of $29 and cigarettes, per- 
fume, a watch, razor blades and 
other sundries were found in the 
restaurant where police say they 
had been taken on previous trips 
which they were unable to fully ob- 
serve. 

Police records show that La 
Garce has been arrested on lar- 
ceny charges six times in the past 
two years, but never convicted. 
However, he paid a $100 fine for 
manslaughter and leaving the scene 
of an accident after a truck he 
was driving Aug. 21, 1929, killed 
William lL. Kline, a broker of 535 
Clara avenue, at Eighteenth and 
Market streets. 

In the prison ward at City Hos- 
pital today, La Garce said he and 
only three companions took part 
in the robbery, and that they knew 
nothing of other thefts in the 
neighhorhood. He was struck, he 
said, by the second of two shots 
fired at him after he had sepa- 
rated from the others when it was 
discovered police surrounded them.

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BRITISH NOBLEWOMAN 
WANTS TO WED BUTLER 


Relative of Duke of Norfolk in 
Love With Sir Esme How- 
ard’s Ex-Servant. 


WASHINGTON, July 24. — Miss 
Gytha Stourton, talented daughter 
of a British nobleman, is on her 
way home to make a final plea 
for her family’s consent before 
marrying Fiorvanti del’Agnese, 
Italian butler and major domo eof 
the old British Embassy here, 

The members of society in this 
capital were more than mildly 
shocked when it became known 
that Miss Stourton wanted to 
marry the butler. Even Miss 
Stourton’s intimates knew nothing 
of it. 

But in Great Britain's capital 
there is a woman who has known 
all about it for a year. Lady Isa- 
bella Howard, wife of the former 
Sir Esme, now Lord Howard of 
Penrith, retired Ambassador to the 
United States, was the first in 
Washington to receive Miss Stour- 
ton's confidence. 

Match Disapproved. 

She disapproved. It is because 
of her plea, joined with that of the 
Stourton family, that Miss Stour- 
ton is now en rotite to England, 
on the liner Samaria. 

Miss Stourton, great grand- 
daughter of the fourteenth Duke 
of Norfolk, and a cousin of Lord 
Howard, came to Washington in 
1924 as social secretary to Lady 
Isabella. One of the first persons 
she saw in the enibassy here was 
the butler. : 

Though only 30 years old; he hai 
been long in service of the Howard 
family. They had brought him 
from Rome, Lord Howard's previ- 
ous post, and had made him a sort 
of manager of the “household. 
Often in the great rooms of the 
embassy he would have a cup of 
tea with the Ambassador and Lady 
Isabelja, 

He is said to speak eight lan- 
guages and has traveled . widely 
with the Howard family. 

Became Friends at Once. 

Miss Stourton was 22 when she 
came to Washington. She became 
friendly with the butler immedi- 
ately, in the formal atmosphere of 
the embassy. He assisted her with 
the difficult business of seating 
guests at the formal affairs. When 
she went to social functions he 
often called for her and her escort 
in an embassy automobile.

AVELLINO, Italy, July 24.— 
With the official earthquake ¢as- 
ualty list totaling more than 2000 
killed and considerably more than 
4000 injured, the Italian Govern- 
ment today set in motion a Yast 
army of relief workers, and rescue 
crews were penetrating the recesses 
of the stricken Southern’  prov- 
inces. 

The official figures were incom- 
plete but were growing hourly as 
fresh reports came in. 

It was shown that about 4000 
houses had been demolished and 
3000 badly damaged. 

In Rome, Premier Mussolini is- 
sued an edict to prefects through- 
out the country forbidding public 
or private subscription lists in aid 
of the victims. The Government 
organized relief and supplied the 
means of burial for al] vietims as 
fast as the thousands of workers 
could reach the tasks. Mussolini 
announced that the Council. of 
Ministers had taken all necessary 
emergency measures. 

Avellino Province Hardest Hit. 

The Province of Avellino beyond 
question suffered most in the shar» 
earth shocks which rocked the 
whole of Southern Italy shortly 
after 1 a. m. yesterday.

DETROIT, Mich., July 24.—The | 
Police Department announced to- 
day that “Black Leo” Cellura and 
his gangster followers, notorious 
river characters, are being sought 
in connection with the killing of 
Gerald E. (Jerry) Buckley, radio 
announcer. ; 

Detectives working on the case 
advanced the theory that Buck- 
ley was shot down early yesterday 
by members of this gang because 
they thought him responsible for 
the failure to “fix” the cases of 
two of their number now serving 
terms in a Canadian prison. 

According to the nearest police 
theory, $4000 was paid in a futile 
attempt to keep Frank Cammarata 
notorious Detroit gangster, and 
Thomas Licavoli from being sent 
to jail at Kingston, Ontario, for, 
three years in 1927 for possessing | 
firearms in Windsor. The detec- | 
tives think the gangsters blamed 
Buckley for the miscarriage of 
their plans and felt that ‘‘a double 
cross’ had taken place somewhere 
along the line. 

“Black Leo,” the detectives sald, 
was for.many years chief lieuten- 
ant to Chester La Mare, another 
notorious down-river character. 

The detectives pointed out that 
Buckley's slayers probably chose 
the night of the recall election for 
the assassination, in the hopes of! 
diverting suspicion from  them-' 
eclves. 

While poor people who consid- 
ered Buckley their champion to- 
day were contributing funds for 
flowers for his casket, police said 
they had in their possession an af- 
fidavit purporting to show that the 
radio announcer was extorting 
money from bootleggers. 


Buckley was the political com- 
mentator for station WMBC and 
had taken an active part in the 
successful campaign to recall 
Mayor Charles Bowles. He was 
slain in the lobby of the La Salle 
Hotel, where he lived and in which 
the radio station is, two and a half 
hours after he made the announce- 
ment that the Mayor had been re- 
called from office in Tuesday’s 
special election. 


Theories of the Police. 


His brother, Paul, former assist- 
ant prosecutor, declared “Jerry's” 
activities for the recall was the 
sole reason for the murder. Police 
advanced other theories—that he 
had made gangland enemies 
through his attacks on gamblers, 
that he was witness of a gang mur- 
der and that he might have been 
extorting money from gamblers 
and bootleggers. 

“Jerry” Buckley championed the 
cause of the unemployed last win- 
ter when thousands were in dis- 
tress. He broadcast pleas for aid, 
directed programs of cheer to 
them, and, according to intimate 
friends, spent all his savings in re- 
sponding to personal requests for 
money. 

Accused of Extortion. 

Police Commissioner Thomas C. 
Wilcox said that he had a sworn 
statement from an admitted boot- 
legger accusing Buckley of extor- |

The name of the accuser was! 
withheld. The affidavit said that 


Buckley had induced him to take 
up liquor running. After he be- 
came connected with a prosperous 
bootlegging gang, the affidavit said, 
Buckley demanded and _ received 
sums aggregating $4000. 

The Detroit News, however, says 
today that Commissioner Wilcox 
was approved by a representative 
of the newspaper today with a re- 
quest to see the affidavit, and aft- 
er a number of questions had been 
put to him, said he had no such 
affidavit “as yet." 

The News says that the Commis- 
sioner first sald he had the signed 
affidavit in his possession, but 
when asked to show it to a Judge 
of the Circuit Court so as to re- 
move all doubts of its existence, 
said: “Well, it isn't signed yet— 
not yet.” 

The Commissioner was quoted as 
refusing to show the affidavit to 
a Judge because it was “police 
business." The News says he 
agreed, however, to show the docu- 
ment to the Prosecuting Attorney. 
James E. Chenot, Prosecuting At- 
torney, said that the Commissioner 
had promised to show him the affi- 
davit but had not yet done so.

Missouri Charges Filed After

Three Italians, held on fugitive 
warrants from St. Clair County,

Kidnaping for ransom being a 
capital offense in Missouri, they 
cannot be admitted to bail. 

Judge Weinbrenner, who had re- 
fused bond on the Illinois crarges, 
was ordered to accept bail when 
the State did not contest the appeal 
of the prisoners to the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals yesterday. As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Lennon, 
appearing before Judge Becker, ad- 
mitted that the affidavits upon 
which the fugitive warrants were 
based did not specifically set out 
that the offense was punishable 
by death in Illinois. 

The warrants were drawn in the 
office of State’s Attorney Lindaucr 
at Belleville, where extra:lition 
papers also were prepared. A hear- 
ing will be held before Gov. Caul- 
field at Jefferson City Tuesday. Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller said that he 
would turn the prisoners over to 
St. Clair County authorities if ex- 
tradition was granted. 

Police, who had feared reprisal 
if the prisoners, Sora Mantia, Mike 
Lombardo and Baptista Bommari- 
to, whose arrest was requested by 
Scorfina, were released on bond, 
expressed satisfaction at the move 
of Circuit Attorney Miller to Keep 
them in custody.

He said he had 
told the grand jury all he knew 
and added that he believed Harry 
T. Brundidge, St. Louis reporter, 
was “the victim of a hoax. Every- 
thing I told Brundidge was a 
joke.” 
It was the publication of Brun- 
didge’s stories of alleged racketeer- 
ing by Chicago reporters and his 
testimony before the jurors Tues- 
day that started the parade of wit- 
nesses to the grand jury chamber. 
The jurors went over the head of 
the State's Attorney to invite the 
St. Louis man’s testimony and to 
summon the 13 Chicago witnesses. 
No formal subpenas have been is- 
sued. Each witness was called by 
telephone and asked to offer evi- 
dence today and tomorrow. 
Reutlinger was followed on the 
stand by Robert M. Lee, city edi- 
tor of the Tribune and for 10 years 
superior of the slain Tribune re- 
porter.

In some instances entire villages 
were almost obliterated. Villanova 
lost more than 350 persons, includ- 
ing the Mayor and all of his fam- 
ily. Another town which saffered 
greatly was Melfi, with the dead 
estimated at 181, hundreds of in- 
jured and the place itself a mass of 
debris. Many families were killed 
in their beds as their houses tum- 
bled about them. 

Miles of Highways Blocked 
Miles and miles of highways 
were blocked by the tons of dirt 
hurled down mountainsides; rail- 
roads were halted and lines of} 
communication were torn down, 
making computation of the death 
toll doubly difficult. 

The stricken country was terror- 
ized after the quakes began. AS 
house after house toppled and the 
cries of victims were heard, sur- 
vivors fled to the streets, their 
fright increased by a terrific thun- 
derstorm. And since electric en- 
ergy was put out in most places 
they roamed in the bewildering 
darkness. Those able to sleep lay 
wherever they could on what they 
could, but many obtained bedding 
from their homes for last night. 

In addition to the frightful loss 
caused by the tremors in buildings 
already wrecked, more hardship in 
the form of unemployment was 
forecast by the action of the au- 
thorities in Naples. Many factories 
and offices were closed by official 
action, the Government considering 
it unsafe to work in the weakened 
structures.

Hurricane Lashes Naples. 

A huricane which at times 
kicked up what resembled a tidal 
wave struck stricken Naples be- 
tween 8 and 9 o'clock this morning. 
One large wave pounded over the 
embankment into the road along 
the sea. At the same time the 
strong wind blew down trees and 
fragile summer cottages along the 
coast. 


The Neapolitans were still nerv- 
ous over the earthquake and were 
badly frightened by the wind. 

Fishing smacks with their bright 
colored sails had to point their 
noses hastily northward in order 
to escape damage. 

The hurricane subsided as quick- 
ly as it arrived and a dreary driz- 
zle set in. 

In Naples there was another 
fear. for Mount Vesuvius was seen 
glowing across the bay and many 
feared that an eruption would fol- 
lor. 

The voleano of Pozzuoli, a 

smoky mountain obscured by the 
fame of its neighbor, Vesuvius, was 
in eruption today. Seismologists 
say it was kicked into action by 
earthquakes. 
Naples today had the apearance 
of a city under a wartime regime, 
with soldiers guarding the dam- 
aged buildings to ward off the 
curious and flags flying every- 
where at half mast. An impressive 
funeral was held for the four per- 
sons who died in Naples as a result 
ef the earthquake and in com- 
memoration of the two who were 
killed at Salerno and one at 
Triani.

10 PCT. W 15 YEARS 


League Survey Shows Output 
of Foodstuffs and Raw Ma- 
terials Has Gained 25 Pct.

GENEVA, July 24.—The world’s 
population in 1928 was 10 per cent 
greater than in 1913, according to 
& memorandum just issued by the 


economic section of the League of 
Nations. In the same period pro- 
duction of foodstuffs and raw ma- 
terials has increased 25 per cent 
and the volume of world trade by 
22 per cent. Incomplete statistics 
for last year indicate that even 
more striking progress in world 
production was made during those 
12 months. 

The increase in the world’s pop- 
ulation between 1926 and 1928 is 
estimated at 35,000,000, an aver- 
age increase of 1 per cent per 
annum. The greatést increase has 
been in South America. 

The report indicates that in re- 
cent years industrial development 
has gone on at a faster rate than 
production of raw materials. The 
iron, steel and mechanical indus- 
tries, including engineering, ship- 
building, automobile manufactur- 


increased 25 per cent since 1925, 
On the other hand, there has 
been relatively slow development 
in the cotton, wool and other tex- 
tile industries, only partly offset 
by an increase in natural and ar- 
tificial silks. i 

Production of electricity in- 
creased one-third between 1925 
and 1928. 

Since 1926 Europe has continued 
to make steady progress in inter- 
national trade. Production of 
foodstuffs in Europe, including 
Russia, has been greater than in 
any other part of the world. Eu- 
rope’s production of other raw ma- 
terials has been exceeded only by 
South America. While North 
America has made new production 
records since 1926, the ratio of in- 
crease has been considerably be- 
hind that of Europe and the man- 
ufacturing activities of Canada and 
the United States, which reached 
heights in 1928, began to decline 
toward the end of 1929. 

African production has been 
growing steadily and the 1927-28 
increase on that continent was sec- 
,ond only to Eastern and Central 
Europe. 

Asia's production also has in- 
creased, but its foreign trade

ST. LOUIS COUNTY CROP 
DAMAGED BY DROUT 


Corn Burned in Some Sections, 
Farm Agent Reports—Pro- 
+ duce Also Affected. 


Severe aamage has been done to 


garden and truck crops in St. Louis 
County by the protracted drouth, 
according to County Farm Agent 
O. W. Meier. Other crops have been 
delayed, he said. The rain which 
fell late Monday afternoon was in- 
sufficient to do any good in the 
county, he declared. 

Corn also has suffered, Meier 
said. Even in the river bottoms, 
where the soil is comparatively 
moist generally, there has been 
damage to the corn for lack of 
rain. There have been reports of 
whole fields of corn on higher 
ground having been burned by the 
drouth. Early corn suffered the 
most, and Meier believes there is 
hope for a fair late corn crop, if 
relief comes in time. 

Potatoes have suffered such a 
setback that there is a shortage on 
the market. Ploughing for alfalfa 
and other crops to be planted in 
the autumn has been delayed be- 
cause of the hard, dry ground. 
Melons, egg plants, late cabbage 
and green pepper also haye been 
damaged the farm agent reported, 
and there is a shortage of toma- 
toes. as that crop ripened too quick- 
ly, flooding the market at first.. 
Wholesale florists in the county 
have saved their plants by night 
sprinkling with perforated pipe 
systems. Some growers lost some 
of their early flowers by failure to 
provides sprinklers in time. 

On the other hand, there was a 
good wheat, crop in the county, 
which ripened early and wag har- 
vested before the lack of rain could 
harm it. Meier said the grain was | 
of unusually good quality.

Victims Distitute in Esk River 
Valley; Rain Falls for Fourth 
Day.

WHITBY, Yorkshire, England, 
July 24.—Hundreds of persons are 
homeless and distitute as a result 
of the flood which devastated the 
valley of the Esk River. 

The water which rushed over the 
area following a cloudburst had 
almost subsided today, but rain was 
still falling for the fourth succes- 
sive day, making the task of relief 
workers difficult. 

Small bungalows, rowboats and 
lengths of stout fencing are piled 
high on hedges, while great trees 
of the picturesque countryside 
were uprooted. 

At Sleights, which is still isolat- 
ed because of washed-out bridges, 
workmen are trying to improvise 
some way to get across the river. 
They hope to have a temporary 
bridge in position tomorrow. 


REMITS $3,000,000 BANK FINE 


Brazilian Minister Acts in National 
City Cases, 

By the Associated Press. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, ‘July 
24.—A $3,000,000 fine imposed by 
a bank inspector on the National 
City Bank of New York for alleged 
infractions of the banking laws 
months ago has been remitted by 
decision of the Minister of Finance, 
with the approval of President 
Washington Luis. 

The Bank Inspector last January 
investigated certain exchange trans- 
actions and declared that he had 
found irregularities for which he 
imposed the huge fine. The Na- 
tional City Bank placed $3,000,000 
in the Banco do Brazil, March 14, 
as a guarantee of payment and 
then appealed the decision with the 
result that it was reversed by the 
Minister of Finance. The Minis- 


ter said, however, that the regular 


fine of several thousand dollars 
would be imposed for the lack of 
necessary revenue stamps on some 
of the exchange documents.

Missouri Attorney-General Goes 
Into U. 8S. Supreme Court, 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 24.—At- 
torney-General Shartel of Missouri

FAVORS ALLOWING PACKERS 
TO SELL MEAT AT RETAIL 


By the Associated Pres: 
7 WASHINGTON, ‘July °4.—Modi- 


fication of the packers’ consent de- 
cree to permit packers to sell meat 
at retail fs recommended by the 
Livestock Advisory Committee in a 
report to the Federal Farm Board. 

The change in the decree, now 
before local courts on application 
of the packers for modification, is 
urged “in the interest of both the 
producers of livestock and consum- 
ers.” Further, the modification 
would “determine for those who 
produce and buy livestock products 
whether the retail price can be 
materially lowered,” 

The recommendation was made 
following a two-day meeting of the 
committee, which is representative 
of producers and handlers for pro- 
cessors. 

The committee also urges “the 
producers so to organize their mar- 
keting as to effecitvely match sup- 
ply and demand.” “Further, we 
would urge all producers of cattle, 
where feed is available, to withhold 
shipments of cattle not finished 
until they are ready for market, 
and thus stabilize both receipts and 
prices.” 

Other recommendations include 
issuance by the board of informa- 
ketin gas to effectively match sup- 
plies and that, as a policy, the 
Government should buy American 
meat for its own supplies. 


M. P. Causes New Disturbance. 

LONDON, July 24.—John Beck- 
ett, Labor member of the House 
of Commons, who on July 17 caused 
a scandal by seizing the Speaker's 
mace, this afternoon resumed his 
seat in the House. Within a few 
minutes after Parliament had been 
called to order he was on his feet 
to ask a question of Home Secre- 
tary Clynes.

CHALIAPIN MEMOIRS STOLEN 
_ BY SOVIET_AND SOLD IN PARIS | 


PARIS, July 24.—Feodor Chali- 
apin, noted Russian basso, got a 
severe shock one day recently when 
he saw a volume, entitled “Chali- 
apin Memoire” in a Paris book 
store, 

As he had never authorized any 
such publication, he made inquiries 
which led to the discovery that the 
Soviet Government had taken a 
manuscript from a safe belonging 
to a friend of his in Russia, had it 
printed there and then sold the. 
translation right to a French pub- 
lishing firm. 

The opera singer’s ‘neat move 
was to bring suit against the 
Soviet Government. When the case 
came up for the first time the 
Soviet lawyer pleaded that the 
Moscow officials who caused the 
publication enjoyed diplomatic im- 
munity because the memoirs were 
edited by the Soviet as a State 
and that, therefore, the French 
court was incompetent to try the 
suit. The court, however, refused 
to accept this argument, so the 
suit is to be heard next October. 


EINSTEIN AND MME. CURIE

Noted Scientists Are Attending 
Conference on Intellectual 
Co-operation.

GENEVA, July 24.—A lively chat 
between Prof. Albert Einstein, Ger- 
man physicist, and Mme. Marie 
Curie, French co-discoverer with 
her husband of radium, last night 
attracted a crowd in the lobby of 
the League of Nations Secretariat.

A pro- 
cession of thousands of persons 
escorted the bodies over the old 
Moselle bridge into Luetzel, where 
the funeral was held in Turner 
Hall. The coffins were placed in 
a row, those containing the six 
child victims in the center.

local patriotism, civic spirit, etc., but 
the news that Jackson and O’Brine are 
attempting to spend the next six 
weeks in the air does not fill me with 
joy and exaltation.

For two 
men to remain off the ground for weeks 
is certainly no mean physical feat. It 
requires grit, courage and great perse- 
veranhce. But so, for that matter, does 
flagpole sitting.

I am continually holding my breath when I 
am thinking of or listening about this firm. 
As far as I know, they have taken up or satis- 
fied all dealers to whom they sold stock. It is 
my understanding that they sold quite a bulk 
of their stock in Missouri before we found out 
just what they were doing and stopped them. | 

They are skating on the thinnest ice that they 
can find with the hopes that it will not break 
through. The moment that I get anything tan- 
gible that looks either good or bad for the 
company, I will give you notice. 

Besides communications from the St. Louis Better 
Business Bureau, Mr. Stockard had received “piti- 
ful” complaints from investors who were fearful 
their money had been lost. He is quoted as having 
said that he would investigate the firm “if he could 
get Charlie (Mr. Becker) out of the office for a 
week.” He is quoted as having said that he would 
not renew the firm’s license at the end of last year. 
He did renew it. He never made an investigation. 
His excuse, when the bubble burst, was that he did 
not have the authority under the law to make an 
investigation. He did have the authority. 

Mr. Becker says nO sworn complaint was made 
against the Youngs. Manager Riehl of the St. Louis 
Better Business Bureau says the bureau supplied 
information on three occasions of the sale of un- 
registered stock; also that a charge of law viola- 
tion was filed against the Youngs at Golden City, 
Mo., and that this violation was reported to Stock- 
ard. 

Subsequent to the failure it developed that the 
head of the company, W. H. Young, had contributed 
$500 to Mr. Becker's campaign fund in 1928, and 
received a grateful letter of acknowledgment. It 
also developed that the company had retained At- 
torney-General Shartel and paid him, in monthly 
fees, the sum of $3000, for which Mr. Shartel ad- 
mitted he did nothing. It was further shown that 
the company had a number of attorneys on its pay- 
roll, mostly politicians, Democrats as well as Re- 
publicans, some of them officeholders. Abundant 
evidence, indeed, that the Young brothers fortified 
themselves well with political influence. 

It was to prevent precisely such operations as 
this firm conducted that our State Blue Sky De 
partment was created. It did not act in this case. 
Its inaction has been a costly thing for many fam- 
ilies; in several instances it has meant financial 
ruin. 

That is the tragedy of it. Mr. Becker’s fulmina- 
tions are poor comfort to people swindled and beg- 
gared by the Youngs.

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CRIMINALS AND INCOME TAX RECORDS. 
Gene G. Oliver, member of the Cook County Board 
of Assessors, was found guilty in Chicago of evad- 
ing the income tax law. He was sentenced to 18 
months in the penitentiary and fined $12,500 and 
costs. Examination of the bank accounts of Oliver 
and his wife showed they deposited $89,117 in 1926, 
$233,404 in 1927 and $148,329 in 1929, but filed no 
income tax returns. Oliver contended a large part 
of this money represented campaign contributions. 
Federal Judge Woodward, in passing on the case, 
said: “A return of gross receipts, if truthfully made, 
for each of the three years in question, would have 
disclosed that a part of the receipts at least came 
from sources which were not above suspicion.” 
From information derived from the income tax 
prosecution, Oliver has been indicted by a Cook 
County grand jury, along with William Nichols, a 
politician. Oliver is accused of receiving bribes for 
reducing the assessments of big property holders, 
while Nicholas is charged with aiding and abetting 
the crime. There is considerable irony in the situa- 
tion, for if Oliver had duly complied with the Federal 
income tax law, evidence upon which the bribery 
charges were based would have been withheld from 
Cook County authorities. The law, as now written, 
forbids the Federal Government from disclosing the 
details of income tax returns. 
The effect of this is to place the Government {nh 
a position of shielding criminals, The law should 
be changed to permit prosecuting officials to ex- 
amine income tax records of men accused of crime.

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A PATRIARCH OF AVIATION. 

That Glenn H. Curtiss, a patriarch of aviation, 
was only 52 years old at his death yesterday is a 
reminder that aviation remains, as he called it, 
the “youngest science.” Curtiss saw in his life span 
of little more than a half century the evolution 
from rickety pusher plane to luxurious air liner, 
the development from records broken at 30 miles 
an hour to scheduled flying at 140, the transition 
of aviation from a particularly risky sport to an 
established commercial field. And his contribu- 
tions to that progress were many and varied, ranked 
only by those of the Wright brothers. 

The man was one of those rare mechanical] 
geniuses who spring up on occasion to play the pio- 
neer in unknown realms. From the little work- 
shop at Hammondsport, N. Y., known as “Glenn's 
incubator,” came the products of a brain prolific 
in invention: engines of a new type, revolutionary 
wing constructions, flying boats. His history is 
studded with premier accomplishments and records 
broken. One of his craft (“aeroplanes” they were 
in those days) was the first to fly in public, in 
1908. St. Louis remembers him as the first pilot 
to make a flight here, 21 years ago. His 52-minute 
“endurance” flight was the sensation of 1909. In 
1910 he won the New York World’s $10,000 prize 
with a dash from Albany to New York. The next 
year his hydroairplane became the first air craft 
to rise from the water. “It swims like a duck, 
flies like a gull,” an enthusiastic reporter wrote. 
From the little bicycle shop of Hammondsport 
his path led to the busy factories of today. Al-

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WHY THE ANIMALS ARE QUIET. 

The lion’s roar and the leopard’s ¢ry no longer 
rend the wilds of Abyssinia. The elephant and rhi- 
noceros have lumbered off to their jungle fastnesees 
and the hippopotamus and crocodile have taken 
refuge in the midstream safety zone. The antelope 
and gazelle clamber higher and higher on the steep 
éscarpments of the rocky uplands, and in the trees 
the parrot and monkey pérch motionless, afraid to 
utter a sound. That's the way it must be now in the 
ancient land of Sheba’s Queen. Abyssinia simply can’t 
be Abyssinia any more. Sultan Jifar of the Province 
of Jimma has gone and bought himself an American 
automobile. 

The Sultan breaking with time-honored Ethiopian 
past? Yes, but what of that? The past hadn’t got 
Abyssinia anywhere, had it? Weren't things just 
where King Menelek I left them thousands of years 
ago? None of that age-old local suspicion of foreign 
enterprise in Sultan Jifar. His Majesty tried the 
horn. Perfect! He'd need a good horn in the fan- 
tastic mountain reaches of Jimma. And the color? 
—bright red, that ought to clear those pesky camels 
and donkeys off the pack trails. Thirty-six hundred 
dollars—a mere song. Getting the new toy home 
was the real problem.

Now the Sultan is spending 
thousands of Abyssinian dollars on hard roads. All 
of which reminds us that it took the automobile and 
hard roads to open up vast stretches of the United 
States.

A Scientist’s Vision of Boundless Energy 


Enough power in cup of water-to run* great’ generating plant for a year if man 
could tap sub-atomic energy, says Sir Arthur Eddington, astro-physicist; 40,000,- 
000-degree temperature, so far never reached in laboratory, necessary; presence 
of such force shown by continued radiation of the sun after millions of years.

HE general address at the world power 

conference in Berlin, delivered by Prof. 

Sir Arthur Edditigton, was entitled 
“Sub-atomie Enefgy." Prof. Eddington 
said he was about to occupy one of the 
hours of leisure from technical discussions 
by a tantalizing vision of resources so il- 
limitable that thé idea of economy in fuel 
need not be thought of. The source was 
sub-atomic energy. Einstein had shown 
how to calculate it. 

There Was enough energy, he said, in a 
drop of water to furnish 200 horsepower 
for a year. If the day ever arrived when 
this could be used, barges, trucks and 
cranes would disappear and the year’s sup- 
ply of fuel for a great generating station— 
namely, 30 grammes of water—could be 
carried in a teacup. 


* * « 


To the astronémer, he said, each one of 
the thousand million stats visible through 
telescopes was a célestial furnace apparent- 
ly defying the law which limited terrestrial 
undertakings—namely, that if a furnace 
were not continually replenished it would 
die out. Géological, physical and biological 
evidence assured us that the suh had 
warmed the earth for at least a thousand 
million years, but the calculation originally 
made by Helmholtz and Kelvin remained 
incontrovertible, that the sun’s heat could 
not have been maintained for more than 
20,000,000 years unless it was being fed 
from some secret source of energy of a kind 
hitherto unknown. 


Before assuming that stars must be using 
sub-atomic energy, it was necessary to dis- 
cuss the possibility that the gun was being 
kept warm from an outside source by me- 
teors of some kind of radiation falling on 
it But such sources provided only for 
keeping the surface hot and did not pro- 
vide for rénewing the intense tempera- 
ture in the deep interior. The temperature 
of the sun’s sufface was about 6000 degrees 
(Celsius), that of its interior about 40,000,- 
000 degrees—an impossible heat to main- 
taih were thé source external. 

All ordinary kinds of energy would be 
used up in 20,000,000 years or so, and no 
one could possibly believe that the sun was 
as young as that. But if sub-atomic energy 
were calculated, as Einstein had shown it 
could, be, the possible life of the sun was 
extended about a millionfold. That did not 
mean that the sun would last for 16,000,- 
000,000 years and then go out. Thé libera- 
tion of the sub-atomic energy implied an 
actual disappearance of matter, and as the 
sun lost mass so its rate of discharging 
heat would slow down and its life be pro- 
longed.

which the concentration of energy cor- 
responded to about 1,000,000 degrees (Cel- 
sius). If he should be able to raise that 
to 40,000,000, it was doubtful if sub-atomic 
energy would come pouring out, but, just 
to be on the safe side, he would take care 
not to be too near the laboratory when ths 
experiment was first tried, 

Eddington gave anh account of that kind 
of radiation of extreme penetrating power 
which thé experiments of Millikan in Amer- 
ica have shown to come into the earth’s 
atmosphere from outside. This radiation, 
which can pass through thicknesses of metal 
or water sufficient to shield off ordinary 
X-rays; is, according to some authorities, 
most in evidence when the Milky Way is 
overhead. Assuming a stellar origin for 
these rays, Eddington considered what sub- 
atomic process could be the soufce of them. 

Their extreme penetrating power led him 
to infer that the process must be that of 
atomic annihilatfon—the destruction of the 
hydrogeh at6m by cancellation of ita proton 
ahd electron. It would seém that “out in 
the dépths of space, atoms are divesting 
themselves to the last ahréds of their energy 
of constitution and passing out of exis- 
tence. ... In all directions through space 
are passing the rays procéeding from count- 
less self-slaughtered dAtofis.”. This revela- 
tion of cosmic activity had come, he said, 
not by looking through big télescopes, but 
“because it was noticed that gold leaf eléc- 
troscopes were never peffectly free ffom 
leak, however carefully they wete shielded 
from all familiar sources of ionization.”

“The penetrating radiation,” he con- 
tinued, “which reaches us directly must 
start,. possibly from the cool outer atmos- 
pheres of stats, but more probably from 
the thin gaseous nebulae and the general 
cosmic gas thinly scattered through inter- 
stellar space.” Thus, in order to release 
sub-atomic energy, it would seém that there 
was no need to heat up matter to 40,000,000 
degrees; energy appears to be given off in 
the diffuse clouds of interstellar matter 
which has no great heat. 

“The possibility, or perhaps the probabil- 
ity, that the matter of the universe is slow- 
ly dissolving into radiation raises the ques- 
tion whether thete is any counter-process, 
May not the radistion traversing the world 
somehow re-collect and form itself anew 
into protons and electrons? On this point 
you may guess what you will: I have no 
light to throw. of

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NEW BRITISH CONSUL 


- ARES WS. LOU 


E. C. Buxton Succeeds W. H. 
Oxley Here After Serving in. 
French West Africa. 


Erie Cunliffe Buxton, new Brit- 
ish Consut in st. Louis, has as- 
sumed his duties here after two 
years of duty as Consul-General at 
Dakar in French West Africa and 
& previous record which embraces 
service in South America, México 
City and at the British Embassy in 
Washington as Commercial Secre- 
tary. 

Buxton, who. succeeds William 
H. Oxley, now on leave in England 
preparatory to taking another 
post, is accompanied by his wife 
and brought with him as a souvenir 
of his service in West Africa an 
extremely talkative gray parrot, 
with a red tail. The parrot, named 
“Barney,” derived from “Ebani,” 
one of the West African tribes, ap- 
peared to be suffering from the 
heat upon his arrival. 

The consulate at Dakar {fs locat- 
ed in the capital of a territory em- 
bracing 1,800.000 Square miles, 
one-third of which is desert land, 
Buxton said. The French have 
seven colonies there and two areas 
are under their mandate. The Brit- 
ish also have several colonies. 

Prior to going to Dakar, Bux- 
ton served in Mexico City fer 
18 months as commercial sec- 
retary at the British Legation. He 
went there after three years at the 
British Embassy in Washington. 
Previous diplomatic service includ- 
ed posts in the Argentine Republic 
and Uruguay. 

Although he possesses a distin- 
guished World War record, Bux- 
ton declines to comment on it other 
than to say: “That’s all past his- 
tory, now, you know, and after all 
it’s one’s comrades and luck that 
really pull one through.” 

He was with the British volun- 
teers in 1915 and emerged from 
the war a Captain, besides receiv- 
ing decorations from several na- 
tions. Buxton, who is 47 years old, 
visited St. Louis once before, spend- 
ing a few hours here on his’ way to 
Texas in 1924.

expense of the party investigated. 
Rye the Young case, Mr. Stock- 
ard ¢(F. T. Stockard, Commissioner 
of Securities. Becker's subordinate) 
had ample evidence, proper notice 
and sufficient potver to make the 
investigation. In the retaliatory 
move of Mr. Becker against the St. 
Louis brokers, representatives of 
the St. Louis investment houses 
visited Mr. Stockard in Jefferson 
City and asked to see any com- 
plaints that had been filed with 
his department against the St. 
Louis brokerege houses. Mr. Stock- 
ard admitted that no such evidence 
was in his possession. 

“Wir. Stockard has stated that the 
income to the State through the ac- 
tivities of the Securities Depart- 
ment approximates more than 
$100,000 during each biennial pe- 
riod. This money is placed in the 
eoffers of the State by the invest- 
ment houses and companies of this 
State, and certainly they have rea- 
| son to expect that a substantial 
| portion of this amount should be 
used by the State for the proper 
administration of the Missouri Se- 
curities Act. It appears to us to 
| be eminently unfair to charge them 
$100,000 for the opportunity of be- 
coming licensed and then be com- 
pelled to pay on top of this for the 
cost of such investigations and ex- 
aminations as the Commissioner 
deems advisable to make in the 
administration of the act. 

Cites Dates of Presentations, 

“Becker’s statement that the St. 
Louis Better Business Bureau filed 


| Department against the Youngs is 
l'uhtrue. On several occasions, not- 
jably on Dec. 11, 1929, and March 
20, 1930, specifically, cases of law 
| violation were placed before the 
| department. The Missouri Securi- 


| ties Act provides that evidence of 


law violation is in itself a basis for 
| revocation of license, and Stockard 
| by his own admissions certainly 
|had ample evidence, some i. six 
/months before the company 
| crashed, that sales of unregistered 
| stock were being made in open vio- 
| lation of the law. 
| “The Missouri Securities Act 
says, in part, ‘Registration (of deal- 
ers and salesmen) may be refused, 
or any registration granted may be 
revoked by the Commissioner, if 
after reasonable notice and a hear- 
ing the Commissioner determines 
that such applicant or registrant 
has violated any provision of this 
/act or any regulation made here- 
under.” It is obvious from this that 
Stockard had ample opportunity to 
revoke the license of this company 
or to conduct a hearing as provid- 
ed by the law if he was disposed 
to do so.” 

The bureau's statement reviewed 
the utterances of Stockard, show- 
ing apprehension as to the Youngs’ 
dealings. In the summer of 1923, 
it states, Dwight L. Holmes of the 
bureau conferred with Stockard re- 
garding the Young case, and 
“Stockard inferred in unmistakable 

| language that he was restrained 
from proceeding against the 
Youngs by Secretary Becker, his 
superior. Mr. Stockard made the 
signifieant comment that ‘tf I 
_could just get Charlie out of the 
|Office for a week, I would make 


|an examination of the Young 
Brothers.’ ”’ 
Stockard made a similar state- 


ment to two representatives of the 
bureau Dec. 17, it is stated, and 
“appeared quite panicky.” He ts 
quoted as saying at that time, “If 
I could only get Charlie (Becker) 
out of the office for a couple of 
days on a fishing trip or something. 
it would give me a chance to get 
my auditors down to St. Louis and 
do something.” 

The bureau ‘states that Stockard 
promised not to renew the Youngs’ 
license for 1930 without examina- 
tion of their books, but did so, and 
when the bureau protested, Stock- 
(ard is quoted as having said that 
[he had talked with the Youngs, 
and were convinced they were al! 


| right, and that the bureau was 
| unduly suspicious of them. 
| Urges Teciling Whole Story. 


“It is a question in the bureau’s 
| mind,” its statement says, “whether 
| the failure of the securities divi- 
| sion to perform its plain duty, in 
the face of unquestioned facts, is 
chargeable to the head of the se- 
curities division or to the Secretary 
of State himself. The bureau be- 
lieves that if Mr. Stockard would 
| tell the whole story concerning the 
“high pressure.’ as Mr. Stockard 
terms it, which was brought upon 
him in the Young case, the trite 
responsibility for the dismal fail- 
ure of the State to safeguard the 
interests of investing Missourians | 
would be disclosed.”

The Audience Goes Home, but the Cast, Musicians and Scenic Artists Rate Right on Working H

T IS three o’clock in the morn- 
| ins—sunaay morning—at the 

Municipal Theater. The audi- 
ence, 10,000 strong has dispersed 
hours ago and is now snoozing in 
its beds blissfully subconscious of 
being able to sleep late to make up 
for its Saturday evening’s dissipa- 
tion. 

The vast auditorium is deserted 
and dark. ‘The gatherers-up of 
soda pop bottles have ceased their 
clatter; the seat cover boys their 
flapping. But down in front there 
is light, activity and a goodly com- 
pany watching, waiting or busily 
engaged in putting through a dress 
rehearsal. It is not the final stage 
rehearsal before Monday night's 
‘opening of a new piece, but the 
‘first complete company rehearsal 
fon the stage of the third and 
‘fourth act of Maytime. Other re- 
| hearsals have been taking place in 
|sections all week at the Shubert- 
| Rialto Theater, in the ball room of 
ithe Gatesworth Hotel, on the two 
‘Rives des Peres bridge approaches 
'to the theater and in the private 
‘apartments of the principals, from 
(10 a. m. to 5 p. m. every day with 
at least three after midnight re- 
| hearsals. The extra stage which 
'was built for rehearsals proved im- 
ipractical during the very hot 
| weather and has been confiscated 
| by scene builders who also have 
‘built another work shop beneath 
ithe stage and spanning the River 


; 
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|des Peres, so enormously has their 


| work increased in size and volume 


‘this season. 
| All the more than 100 +# per- 
'formers, principals and chorus, the 
\directors of the different units. 
| Dialogue Director Lew Morton and 
‘his assistant, Edward Scanlan, Mu- 
| stead Director Giuseppe Bambo- 
ischek and his associate, William 
|'Howard; Scene Designer Herbert 
| Moore and his staff, Costume De- 
signer Orry Kelly and his staff, 
Rallet Mistress Marie Peterson. 
Chief Carpenter Leo Scharfenberg 
and ‘his staff, Master of Properties 
H. F. Wellhoelter and his staff, 
Chief Electrician Elmer Miller and 
his staff, the publicity director, a 
i physician and nurse, and the pro- 
ducer, Milton I. Shubert himself, 
all are present. The last named is 
acting as director-in-chief now, 
taking the performance/away from 
his staff, piecing it together, giving 
directions, making last-minute 
changes, regardless of how confus- 
ing and upsetting to all the labor 
that has gone before. He shouts 
his orders tersely. If they do not 
altogether sink in, they must be re- 
‘peated and emphasized with pro- 
'fanity if necessary or coaxing en- 
/'dearments as the case may require. 
Margaret Carlisle is settling the 
point as to whether she shall pro- 
nounce the word patent with a long 
ain the old English way which she 
argues must have prevailed in the 
ecrly New York of Maytime or with 
a short a as in its jJater corrup- 
tion. Charles Purcell has discov- 
ered and is objecting to a chorus 
man wearing a pair of blue plaid 
trousers such as he himself had 
planned to wear. This would never 
do and must be settled by the court 
of appeal in favor of the principal, 
all in the best of humor, to be sure. 

The mere watchers and waiters 
in the boxes, some in evening 
dress, are friends of the principals 
waiting to keep belated supper en- 
gagements; faithful wives wait- 
ing for their husbands, or sweet- 
hearts of the chorus girls waiting 
to escort them home, it may be at 
5 o’clock in the morning if the re- 
hearsal holds on as late as it did 
the night before. Actors in cOos- 
tume are crowded into the wings 
waiting till they shall be needed. 
In the silence of the night every 
whisper is audible and it is hard 
to keep a crowd of young people 
from at least whispering. So there 
are constant appeals from the di- 
rectors for quiet. Signor Bambo- 
schek at the piano finally makes 
some impression on the din when 
he shouts: “Geef me a leetle shut 
up, ple-e-e-ze!" sky 

"and the rehearsal goes on with 
its endless repetitions of bits and 
business to the point of exaspera~ 
tion on both sides,‘ of the foot- 
lights. w Morton it is who 
usually bteaks the tension with one 
of his wise cracks. .

E ARLIER in the evening I had 


; 


threaded my way through the 
labyrinth of scenery back stage, 
observing colonial houses and in- 


- 


teriors being roHed forward to re- 
place the drawbridges and medieval 
castles of the Red Robe, the enor- 
mous pillars and cathedral window 
that had just been Richelieu’s pal- 
ace. The wardrobe room at the 
back of the lot as a scene of com- 
motion and confusion drew me. 
Orry Kelly had just.arrived with 
trunk loads of costumes to be dealt 
out to the cast. 

Some already were attired in 
costumes that had served some 
earlier production of Maytime and 
been brought on from the Shubert 
warehouses in New York, but for 
a chorus three times the size of 
any previous one, these must be 
supplemented by costumes obtained 
from local sources. Two costume 
factories, the St. Louis Costume 
Co. and Margaret Breen’s, are kept 
busy night and day to fill the re- 
quirements of this enormous cast. 
Boys and girls were lined up and 
being buried under armfuls of 
hoopskirts, stovepipe hats, bustles, 
pantalettes. wopdrous waistcoais 
and long tailed coats. Each gar- 
ment called for noisy comment and 
comparison. “If I never wore this 
shade of pink before, I wear it 
now,’ wailed a red-haired chorus 
girl planting a cerise plumed toque 
derisively over her nose. Quickly 
Kelly grabs it, replaces it with a 
green one seized from a brunette 
head and both wearers are ap- 
peased., 

Boys began to appear with their 
complaints, not so solemnly voiced 
as the girls’, rather enjoying them- 
selves as spectacles in misfits, some 
in high-water trousers so tight they 
had to walk stiff legged, others in 
pantaloons dragging the floor and 
draped at the waist line. It would 
all be straightened out in time but 
meanwhile Kelly lapses into a con- 
venient brogue as he berates as- 
sistants for not having kept meas- 
urements, names and numbers in 
correct order. 

The girls’ dressing room, a long 
narrow shed with dressing shelves 
down the middle, individual mir- 
rors decorated with photographs of 
the boy friend and other souvenirs, 


a make-up box and a clothes rack 
behind marking the space allotted 
to each girl, is a lively scene. Gos- 
sip, confidences, scandal, dates, fan 
mail are being discussed with gig- 
gles and occasional! shrieks of hys- 
terical laughter. There is nobody 
here to shout quiet and the loud 
speaker broadcasting everything go- 
ing on on the stage way off yon- 
der merely adds to the din. It is 
here one perceives how the glamor 
of this calling with its long irregu- 
lar hours, excitement, freedom, the 
chance of displaying one’s gifts of 
beauty or grace or voice and some- 
how standing out from the throng 
to impress -one’s self upon vast 
audiences, at $35 a week is more 
appealing than obscure office or 
factory work at the same figure.

HEN it is a little world in 
T itself back stage and there are 

moments for good fellowship 
and relaxation. A group is ob- 
served enjoying a game of bridge 
during a long wait. One girl is 
sewing beneath an arc light. One 
of the refreshment stands opens 
inward on a long passage fiom th~ 
stage. It is like a country st»re. 
having added to its stock all sorts 
of things as demand has arisen— 
asperin, bromo seltzer, toilet: arti- 
cles, playing cards. Hal Forde, still 
dressed as the Cardinal, stops to re- 
fresh himself with a hot dog. The 
maid of the prima donna comes out 
to order a special toasted cheese 
and chicken sandwich for her em- 
ployer. Mrs. Shubert is asking for 
a bottle of milk. There appear to 
be few class distinctions. Miss 
Carlisie’s name is painted. on the 
back of a folding canvas steamer 
chair in the wings just like those 
of members of the ensemble. A 
stage carpenter hurts his toe and 
is eliciting a lot of solicitude from 
two pretty girls. Willy, Guy Rob- 
ertson’s valet, is being kidded 
about being up in his lines. “I've 
got ’em right here in my pocket,” 
he responds seriously, and begins 
studying them. He appears on the 
stage this week as Claude van 
Zandt’s colored servant and has a. 
heavy speaking part of two lines. 
The electrician’s quarters is a pop- 
ular resort. He has something 
with which he sprays bare legs as 
a much needed preventive of 
mosquito bites. 
Tired little chorus girls

coiled up in their steamer chairs, 
deep in slumber. A chorus man 
snores serenely on as a painter, 
standing off and spettering a pil- 
lar from a full brush, barely 
misses the sleeper. A girl in de- 
mure poke bonnet, hoop _§ skirts 
and pantalettes is smoking a cig- 
arette. A boy in an undershirt, 
the full pantaloons of his recent 
role of guardsman and the stove- 
pipe hat of his new role, is 
munching a ham sandwich. A 
family group of actors’ and direc- 
tors’ wives with some of the prin- 
cipals are lounging in steamer 
chairs exchanging gossip of this 
little world of their own. Guy RKob- 
ertson’s special nurse is waiting, 
atomizer in hand to spray his 
throat every time he cumes with- 
in range.

candle bracket which had proved 
impracticable at the last moment, 
and a painter received instructions 
about the execution of a Pompa- 
dour scene.

“Tt is rather hard to tarn from 
the period perfection of. Pompa- 
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dour to the character style of 
Show Boat,’”’ he remarked to me. 

“One must read and study not 
one book of sides as the actor does, 
but the entire script, then do a lot 
of research and steep oneself in 
the atmosphere of each piece. Then 
one’s supremest efforts, such as the 
Richelieu palace with its faithful 
reproduction of the rose window 
from the Cathedral of Chartres, 
passes unnoticed. I observed the 
audience leaving in droves to catch 
a bus or find their far away park- 
ing places when that climax of my 
career was arrived at. It was the 
best thing I ever did and I don't 
hesitate to say it was the best thing 
ever made of that scene for in no 
other theater would there have 
been the space for anything 50 
impressive. Yet I believe the stunt 
of building a mountain or anchor- 
ing a pirate ship in a forest of 
trees. and the mechanics of the re- 
volving stage impress them 
more.”

The Family Ice Box 


Tres great English philosopher, 
Francis Bacon, was the first to 
show that cold is a food preser- 
vative. 

History records that his last ex- 
periment consisted in filling a 
chicken with snow and thus keep- 
ing it from spoiling. 

This experiment cost him his life 


lfor it is said that because of ex- 


posure he caught cold and soon 
thereafter died. | 
Bacon's “mortal experiment,” 
however, has since been the means 
for saving an untold number of 
lives, particularly of young lives. 
Mankind has long known how to 
preserve his spare foods. Smok- 
ing, pickling, drying and the like 
methods were employed since the 
earliest times in history. Preserva- 
tion by cold, however, is in many 
respects superior to those previous- 
ly employed. 

Cold neither adds nor takes away 
any of the constituents of the food. 
{t doesn't alter the natural taste, 
nor affect its flavor. 

Neitber the nutritional value nor 
yet the digestibility of food is af- 
fected by cold. The vitamin content 
is little, if at all altered. Cold 
keeps food in a condition closely 
approximating its fresh state. 
Food may be cold storaged in 
deep cellars, wells and the like. 
But the most common and probably 
best household storage is in the ice 
box. 

To be safe and effective the tem- 
perature in the icé box should not 
rise above 15 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Few ice box temperatures however 
reach this low point. Most of them 
are in the vicinity of 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This is not a safe 
temperature, 

The household ice box should be 
placed in a cool spot, away from 
the sun, and kitchen stove. Care 
should be taken to see that doors 
are close fitting, and not left ajar, 
or opened unnecessarily. The ice 
chest should be kept clean and 
dry.
